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CHINA’ PROGRESS 


ECONOMICS OF LABOUR FOR , 
OTHE COUNTRY: ” 


(By. Dr. J. A. L. WaddellT 
_ The economics of labour in China | 
is truly sui generis there being no. 
other country in the world where j 
the governing conditions are at all 
comparable, unless, -in some respects, 
it be India, which, like this country, 
is. over-populated. There are so 
many millions to be kept. usefully 
employed, that the introduction of 
labour-saving machinery will have to 
be done gradually. Any attempt to 
change too quickly the.manners and 
customs of the masses would certain- 
ly result in disaster. Nevertheless, 
many economic changes, sooner or 
later, will have to be made, if China 
is to take her proper place amongst 
the nations of ithe world. Instead of 
producing merely enough foodstuffs 
and manufactured articles for- home 
consumption, she must produce much 
more, so as by, exportation bring 
money into the country, for .the 


purchase abroad of many things 
necessary to Chinese progress and 
development, which things she is not 
at present, and for some time will 
not be; in shape to manufacture. ° 

To attain, this end it is essential 
that individual efficiency throughout 
the entire country "be augmented, not 
by working longer hours (fox itis 
said that the farming class now 
labours almost to the limit of human 
endurance), but by employing better 
tools and some labour-saving -appli- 
ances, and ‘by studying and practis- 
ing in “their tasks the principles of 
economies. Instead of working long- 
er hours, the daily ‘task-time’ should 
be shortened, so as to give the people 
opportunity for study and contem- 
plation,: thus rendering them ‘happier 
and improving their living conditions. 

The Children 

The children, instead of working 
long hours in the fields and shops, 
should be sent to school and given 
there a sound elementary education, 
in order to make them useful -citi- 
zens and thus uplift the nation.. The 
good influence of such ‘education on 
the development of China during a 
single generation would be simply 
inealculable. I’ do not, however, 
favour’ etsire idleness for schoo! chil- 
dren ‘outside of school and study 
hours. A certain amount of play and 
amusement is essential for their well- 
being; but two - or three hours per 
day spent on some useful and pro- 
ductive employment, invo:ving no 
heavy burden, would do them no 
harm. This the Governor of one of 
the southern provinees of China prov- 
ed conclusively wher, not “long ago, 
he put the school children for a 
-short time per day onto. the grading 
of some much-needed public high- 
ways. That official by so doing cer- 
tainly proved hintself to be a poli- 
tical economist ‘of a high order. 

Long hours of labour for children 
in the fields or shops, or too strenu- 
qus jobs of any kind, are not con- 
ducive to their welfare; either phy- 
sically or mentally; but, as before 
indicated, two or three hours~ per’ day 
of suitable physical work would be 
beneficial rather than the contrary; 
for it would both develop their hodies 
and, at the same time, teach them 
that. they must look forward to a 
life of work instead-of one of mere 
amusement. Many children in Ameri- 
ca are being spoiled by the indulgence 
of their parents, who permit them to 
lead lives of leisure and enjoyment 
outside of school hours, and do not 
urge them to study hard.

Labour ‘is the -great thing in life, 
and “instead of being a course, as 
many unthinking people believe, it is 
truly a: blessing;" hence ‘its pursuit 
should be encouraged in the young 
and forged upon the adults. i Anyone 
who learns truly to love his work 
‘will have a successful career, unless 
something fortuitous of an unusual 
nature should prevent. This is an 
axiom that should be tought to all 
school children and college students, 
and that should ‘be stated often in 
the public press and in lectures. If 
it were generally recognised, the out- 
put of the nation would be material- 
ly augmented. 

Fallacious Notion 

There is’ a most fallacious. notion 
in the minds of many workers that 
needs contradicting. If I am not -mis- 
taken, it is not unknown in this coun- 
try, T refer to the thought that, if 
an ‘individual. work’ harder. than the 
average and accomplish more, by s0 
doing he deprives someone else of. an 
opportunity to obtain employment. 
Such’ an ‘idea is absolutely wrong; 
for throughout the entire world there 
is plenty of useful work to be doite. 
if in any place there be apparently 
an over-production of any commodity, 
it usually indicates bad management; 
for the labour. that produced it 
should have been employed in pro- 
ducing something else of value that 
is soleable either at. home or abroad. 
If any country‘or community ‘should 
find that its inhabitants are so zeal- 
ous for work as to cauge a general 
over-production of merchandise or 
food for ‘which. there is no demand, 
the hours of labour could readily be 
shortened, thus giving the people 
more leisure for mental development 
and for the rational pleasures of life. 

But such a condition is not likely 
to occur in China for several gen- 
erations; because the amount of work 
of all kinds that has to be done to 
put her in her properplace among 
the nations is stupendous, hence let 
every Chinese at once disabuse his 
mind of the erroneous idea ‘that, if 
he work too much, he will deprive 
some fellow man of an opporunity to 
labour: for his daily food. ; 

To what extent the piecework sys- 
tem is employed in this country I 
am not informed. Jt generally works 
well elsewhere; and, judging, by 
what I know of the faithfulness of 
Chinese workmen, I would draw. the 
conclusion that it. might prove ‘very 
successful here, Some employers 
claim that it has a tendency to re- 
duce the quality of the output, for 
the reason that the workmen, in 
their haste to increase its quantity 
and thereby their own compensation, 
neglect to finish it according to 
specifications. There is some truth 
in. this at. times; but in such cases 
the blame lies with the superinten- 
dent who léts inferior work pass. 
If some of it were rejected occa- 
sionally and no payment allowed: for 
bad work, the employees would 
quickly mend their ways and turn 
out satisfactory products. 

The generally working efficiency of 
the nation could be increased some- 
what by the entire elimination of 
begging, which here is actually a pro- 
fession. The modus operand? of sup- 
pressing it is quite simple—arrest 
everyone caught begging and put 
him or her on productive work for a 
long enough period to learn well 
some trade or occupation, then turn 
the offender loose after recording his 
or her thumb prints. If the person 
is again caught begging, the punish- 
ment should be of much longer dura- 
tion; and a third offence should 
qualify the individual for life impri- 
sonment at useful, but not necessari- 
ly chard, labour. The begging habit 
should be considered a disease—pot 
a crime; and those afflicted with it 
should receive the same kind of 
treatment as do the actually insane. 

Strike Habit 

From a perusal of the newspapers 
I note that the strike habit is mak- 
ing some progress here. This is a 
bad symptom; and the practice of 
striking should be suppressed with 8 
firm hand, for it is contrary to all 
the principles of economics. If work- 
men have grievances (or think they 
have), let them present ‘them for- 
mally to their employer with a re- 
quest for reform; then, if he ignore 
them, let them ,bring their petition 
to- the Government. As for that 
curse of the commanity, the walking 
delegate, the Irish American employ- 
er’s method of dealing with him, viz., 
expulsion from: the_works, .or even 
from the community, vi et armis is 
most effective. . Such troublesome 
persons are unworthy of any con- 
sideration, and if their feelings are 
hurt by rough handling, they should 
reecive no sympathy from the gen- 
era! public, with whose economic wel- 
fare they make it their business to 
interfere, often with. disastrous - re- 
sults. - 

The judicious use of criminals as 
labourers on public works, or on 
large private enterprises involving 
field construction, is a measure con- 
ducive to true economy, The some- 
what popular idea among uneducat- 
ed and unthinking people that 
criminal labour takes the bread from 
mouths of. honest men is simply ab- 
surd. The criminals have to be fed 
and clothed at Government expense, 
therefore why not make them at 
Jeast pay for their keep -by enforc- 
ed labour? They can do more than 
‘that by producing an overplus for 
sale by the authorities, the profits, 
of course, to go into the Government 


-eoffers. All the dirty, disagreeable 


tasks, the doing of which is essen- 
tial to publie welfare, should be al- 
lotted to criminals, thus relieving de- 
cent people from performing such ob- 
jectionable work. 

In handling.’ erivinal labour, it

book of my ‘ “Memoira and  Ad- 


dresses of Two Decades.”. The paper |- 


is divided into two parts, the first 
real and the second imaginary. The 
latter portion records. the retiring 
address of the presidént of the 
American Academy of Engineers ‘in 
in which. address is 
covered the development of engineer- 
ing during the preceding fifty years. 


From that address F quote- the. fol-" 


lowing: : 
: “Industrial Army” 

“Some forty years ago when our 
standing army was finally reduced 
to a mere police: force, the govern- 
‘ ment, recognised that some similar 
body was necessary ‘in. order to 
provide labour for the unemployed; 
hence it inaugurated the ‘Indus- 
tria! Army,’ composed mainly of 
volunteers, but also having some 
regiments recruited soldy from the 
hebo and. the minor-criminal 
classes. These. men are. drilled and. 
trained in the lines of peace as 
formerly were ‘soldiers in the lines 
of war, so as to make them effec- 
‘tive: They are sent out on public 
works, and their services are occa- 
sionally loaned” to the Jarge .con- 
tractors. They. are’ paid monthly 
and are fed and clothed at govern- 
ment expense. Their services have 
proved of great value in agricul- 
ture; for, owing to their mogility, 
they ‘are sent from-south to north 
in the harvest season, then ship- 
ped south again and gradually mov- 
ed northward so as to care for the 
ploughing of he land and the eul- 
tivating of the crops. 

“There .are separate regiments 
for the different kinds of work; 
but in case of necessity, the char- 
acter of the men’s ~ cccupation is 
changed. ‘The enlistment period is 
four years;. and deserters are 
punished just as drastically as were 


formerly those .from the military 
army ‘and the navy. 

“The establishment of this indus- 
trial army.has proved to be a great 
hoon to the engineering profession, 
in that there is at-all times a cer- 
tain’ amount of dependable labour 
which can be utilised: on important 
constructions. Moreover, it tends 
to stabilise the price of labour, and 
thus encourages promoters and 
contractors to undertake great cn- 
terprises.” 4 
Would not this “Industrial-Army” 

scheme work out nicely tn China, es-, 
pecially at thé present time when 
there are so many idle soldiers to be 
majntained?’ If they were kept on 
without being disbanded and were 
turned over in.squads to do public 
work, such as the building of rail- 
ways, highways, drains, and other 
construction, they could be taught to 
labour efficiently; .but their military 
discipline should. be maintained, with 
desertion’ to be severely . punished, 
The criminals could ‘be put into this 
industrial army,.:but they should: be 
kept separate from the other sol- 
diers, as-it would’ be unfair to the 
latter to force them to associate with 
such undesirables, 

; I am making this suggestion of an 
industrial army for China in all 
seriousness, - although the original 
idea, evolved over a decade ago, was 
in the nature of a phantasy; for 1] 


consider it to be the best possible 
solution of one of the Ministry’s most 
knotty problems. 
’ Man vy. Mechanical Power 

The solution of the economic ques- 
tion “Man Power versus Mechanical 
Power for China” is a matter of. ex- 
ceeding difficulty; for it is dependent’ 
upon the fact that it-is often neces- 
sary to provide paying occupation for 
indigent and even starving people. 
If money could be saved for the em- 


ployer by: ‘using mechanical power’ 

instead of human. labour, it would not 
be a truly economic policy, where ao 
doing to throw a multitude of people 


-out of employment.. Again, what 


would be the best and most economic 
solution of -the problem to-day might 
not be such a few yenrs hence; as the 
governing conditions are subject to 
rapid: change, 

For instance, railroad grading can 
probably be done more expeditiously 
and inexpensively by wheelbarrows, 
by horsedrawn serappers, or, in heavy 
work, by steam shovel than by hand- 
digging of the earth, depositing it in . 
baskets, and carrying, it to the dump- 
ing place; and a long haul by carts ” 
or by small cars on a temporary 
narrow-gauge track might figure 
much cheaper than wasting- in spoil 
banks - practically all the material 
from the cuts; nevertheless, from a 
national. economic, view point, “it . 
would be better for a while to for- 
get these possible savings and let the 
poor, people’ do the. grading in the 
clumsy manner to- which they have 
heen accustomed for generations, and 
in which they are proficient, But 
when it comes to compacting the 
earth by a heavy road roller, [ would 
draw the line againgt hauling it slow- 
ly by man power, as it could -be 
operated much more rapidly and 
economically by motor power. . 

Ne general rule can be given for 
solving this question of “Man Power 
versus Mechanics] Power’; but each 
case as it arises must be worked out 
asa separate economic problem, with 
one’s bias ever ‘in favour'of the mul- 
titude, provided that thcir methods 
of ‘Iabour are not too glaringly ‘un- 
econamic. As time passes, though, 
the governing conditions will be 
modified, and gradually labour-saving 
appliances and machinery will come 
into vogue.

Only a Temporary Measure 

I have framed the motion in the 
form of a recommendation, be- 
cause although this Board is em- 
powered to order the closing of 
jnsanitary wells, no power is 
given to this Board to permit of 
their being opened, such power 
being vested solely in the Build- 
ing Authority. Further, the re- 
medy. suggested is introduced. as a 
temporary measure in order that 
any members of this Board, who 
doubts the advisability of permit- 
ting a continuous supply of well 
| water, may be assured that as 
soon as condition again become 
normal, these wells will be elos- 
ed. i 

The motion amounts te a gen- 
eral granting of permission to 
open wells, except in. cases where 
danger might be’ caused to some 
existing structure. When a well 
is opened it does 
sarily pass out of the eontrol of 
this Board, which has still power 
to 
prove insanitary. 

Two Objections 

Two objections have been pdt 
forward. The -first is that once 
well water is made available, 
there is no means of restricting 
its use to washing and cleansing; 
it will most 
drinking. To that my answer is, 
If a person chooses to drink un- 
wholesome water, there is nothing 
to prevent him from doing so. 
Supplies of unwhelesome water 
are available now, What are 
coolies obtaining from the hill 
nullahs: but. in the main cast-off 
water of some Pesk mansioi?

another was circulated giving the 
location of 27 other wells known to 
have been in existence before the 
general closure went into force. 
Minute examination and reports 
were called for from. the district 
Inspectors and in. every case the 
veports were made the subject of 
critical comments by the Medical 
Officer of Health. 

14 Separate Reports 

A summary of no fewer than 
fourteen separate reports from the 
Board's officers reveals the follow- 
ing facts :—

Of the 141 have just 
mentioned there are in reality only 
B of any use and of these 1 is actu- 
ally in use in contravention of the 
Board's orders, and of the remain- 
ing four the one-within the Rope 
Factory’s compound js now serving 
the people who go to the pumps and 
draw their supply from the well.

This is evidence, we hope, that 
this new attempt of the League to 
take its stewardship seriously will 
not be warped at the start by the - 
miserable and obsolete hatreds born 
of the late War. For the treat- 
ment of minorities is a problem of 
the first magnitude. Hither it must 
be solved or there can be no sure or: . 
satisfactory organisation of inter. --” 
national peace, and for this good 
reason, that the Minority problem 
seems to raise everywhere in an 
acute form the conflict between the 
elementary, dearly-treasured rights 
of human beings.and the claims of 
the Sovereign States. No excuse is 
needed therefore for asking all who 
care for the foundations of interna- 
tional justice and peace to give 
some thought to the question at 
issue; The new Committee may 
safely be left to do their best, with 
Germany as the knight errant of 
Minorities on the one hand and M. 
Politis as Devil’s Advocate, to evolve 
a better method of League proce- 
dure. But procedure is not every- 
thing; and it is high time that an 
attempt was made to. work out what 
the ‘fundamental! rights and duties 
of a minority in regard to the State - 
really are.

ong way traffic route, 

: Playgrounds 
The reply from the Director of Public 


‘orks to a letter from the Association, |. 


wherein it was stated that a “lay out’: 
for the Middle Road Playground had 
been ptepared and was now before 
Government for consideration, was 
read and debated. It_.was decided to 
refer again to the Agsociation’s request 
of December Jast, and enquire if the 
Association could be given an opportun- 
ity, of reviewing the scheme before 
work was put in hand. 
Ferry ~Approach Ag 

The congestion at this point was 
again brought forward, and a letter 
from the Association to Government 
containing suggested measures for its 
alleviation, which could be introduced 
immediately and become part of any 
conerete scheme for revision of the 
existing lay out, was-read and ap- 
proved. oy. ‘ 

Water Shortage 

Introducing the next item on the 
agenda, Mr. Manners said it was un~- 
necessary te enlarge on its importance, 
as every one present was fully aware 
of the position and had experienced the 
difficulties ard inconvenience attendant 
on the restricted water supply.

The subject 
was one in which the Association was 
vitally interested, and he would be 
grateful for any suggestions the Com- 
mittee had to offer. é 

It was unanimously agreed that dur- 
ing the emergency the Committee 
should meet every Monday, in order 
that all suggestions brought forward 
might be promptly investigated and 
dealt with, and that’ action thereon 
might be expedited. 

The question having arisen as to 
water supply for fire-fighting purposes, 
Léhe feasibility of utilising sea-water for 


|this purpose and for flush systems was 


discussed, and avery interesting and 
practical scheme in this connection was 
put forward by Mr. Cock. 

In view of the obvious necessity for 
better arrangements for dealing with 
water supply in the streets, the possi- 
bility of erecting storage tanks similar 
to those:in Hong Kong, equipped with 
pipes and taps were also discussed.

Paris, June 1. 

General Maxime Weygand, -the 
most intimate friend of Foch, and 
the man upon whose shoulders 
developed most of the sorrowful 
detail of the late Marshal's 
absequies, continues to occupy 
the suite in the Invalides building 
where Foch housed his staff. 

Weygand assumed charge of the 
national funeral for his departed 
chief, executing the involved - de- 
tails with the military speed and 
precision with which he had car- 
vied out Foch’s instructions concern- 
ing the armies—and the fate—of 
several nations. : 2 

Hatless and dishevelled, General 
Weygand, during the six days that 
elapsed between Foch’s death and 
tre obsequies, remained at the house 
of the marshal, personally receiv- 
ing all. the distinguished visitors, 
was at the Arc de Triomphe for 14 
of the 18 hours that the mortal re- 
mains were exposed there, attended 
the religious ceremony at Notre 
Dame Cathedral and walked, with 
the marshal’s grandsons from the 
church to the Invalides. 

“Weygand, you are not only a 
great general, not only a great com- 
meander of an-army or groups of ar- 
mies, but you are a great leader, a 
born leader,” -Foch told his former 


chief of sta a few days before! -

person not of the family to enter 
the sick room, excepting the doctors, 
from the time ‘Foch was stricken 
down. on January 14 until his 
death on March 20. :

There is only 
one man in tthe world from whom I 
should accept this sort of talk. He 
is Marshal_Foch.” 

What Foch Did 

Weygand hesitated a moment, 
then blurted out: “Marshal Foch al- 
ways invited the advice and sugges- 
tion of myself and cther members 
of dis staff. That’s why he was 
not only‘a great captain but a 
great man.” : 

“Continue,” said Pilsudski. 

Weygand received the king of the 
Belgians when the latter made a 
special trip to Paris from Brussels 
to visit~Madame La Marechale and 
view the body of Foch, the day after 
his death. 

“Your majesty is doing France a 
great honour by: his visit,” Weygand 
told Albert. Bose 

“I have come to: seo the last of a 
friend and the saviouw.of Belgium, 
the honour is mine,” the king re- 
plied.

My advice to readers is to try:

PROFESSOR TOUTS SURVEY 

“History and-. historians. - in 
Ameriea” was the subject of the 
‘interesting address given recently 
at the anniversary meeting of the 
‘Royal Historical Society by Pro- 
fessor. T. F. Tout—his valedictory 


|address on retiring from the pre- 


sidency of the Society... It sum- 
marised the impressions of the 
long visit he paid to the United 
States last year, during which he 
lectured .at 30 universities, visit- 
ed many libraries, and had speech 
with: many scores of historians, 
He spoke warmly of the extra- 
ordinary kindness and hospitality 
which he received, and said he 
was gratified at. the testimony of 
the American press that in spite 
of a strong English atcent. he 
was nearly always intelligible. 
He ‘spoke of “the strong position 
which “the. Royal ~ HYstoridal 
Society has in America, and men- 
tioned that nearly'a fifth of its 
publications went to its Fellows 
and subscribing and exchanging: 
libraries in the States. 
Coliege Educations as ‘a Fashion 


' In describing some of the :dfifer- 
ences between British and Ameri- 
can universities and the bearing 
of these on the study and output 
of history, he said that American 
universities are usually ruled au- 
tocratically by presidents respon- 
sible ‘to a small body of lay 
trustees—like big business, they 


_c°| were monarchical in government, 
. Whereas the English universities 


are aristocxatic.. He dwelt on the 
lack of honours schools in Ameri- 
ca, and the universality . of :the 
thesis system, expressing the 
opinion that. the results of the 
latter would be still better if the 
writers of these approached their 
subject with a wider knowledge 
of languages and general history. 
The absence or the rarity of com- 
pulsions. in schools and colleges 
Jed to a neglect of languages, and 
one of the weak points of the 
student was 


liar with the tongues in which his 
sources were written than his 
English counterpart. 

It was becoming the fashion for 
every boy and girl to yo to col- 
lege. The mass production of 
educated men and women was not 
impossible, but ft was not easy. 
Mass production of real scholars 
was impossible, 4s some-of the 
overgrown American universities 
were beginning to realise. The 
very universality of the American 
educational ‘appeal had its 
Nemesis, but things were ‘begin- 
ning to right themselves, and 
more and more certain ‘univer- 
sities were beginning to stand out 
as'eminent in the teaching of 
Special subjects, and where, for in- 
stance, the would-be historian 
could best. be equipped for the 
tace. He thought that the tech- 


. Nical training of the historian in 


the great American universities 
set an ~example which England 
would do well to emulate. 

In America, university educa- 
tion was the concern not of the 
Federal Government but of the 
individual State, and therefore 
varied very considerably in differ- 
ent parts of the country. The 
1 State Government did not serious- 
ly interfere with academic free- 


‘ dom or studies, though he thought 


that some Western universities 
were careful not to plough too 
many citizens at once. 

Impartial American History 


He praised the impartiality of 
the modern American historian, 


and said that the Mayor of Chi-} 


cago was nowhere taken serious- 
ly, even in his own city. The 
modern historians of the colonial 
period were admirably impartial, 
and more “American bias” was to 
be found in an old-fashioned Eng- 


lish Whig historian such as Sir 


George Trevelyan than in the
